ANGLERS LICENSE LAW EFFEC- 
TIVE JULY 1, 1921, 


The Anglers’ License Law, spon- 
sored by the different sportsmen’s or- 
ganizations throughout the staie, has 
been passed by the state legislature 
and signed by Governor Groesbeck. 
The law will be effective July 1 and 
makes it necessary for every resident 
of the state to obtain a fisherman's 
license before they can fish on any of 
the streams or lakes. The license 
fee will be $1 and may be obtained 
fram any county clerk, village or 
township clerk or any game warden. 
Children under 18 do not require a 
license. People living on shores of 
streams or lakes will be furnished u 
license free of charge to fish in that 
stream or lake. The fee for the bal- 
ance of this year shall be only 50 
cents. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall, upon 
conviction be sentenced to pay a fine 
of $10 or 10 days in the county jail.

CRAWFORD COUNTY'S STAND- 
INGS ON DIPHTHERIA 
DEATH RATE. 

Lansing, May 23.—Crawford Coun- 
iy with a population of 4,049 had one 
death from diphtheria in 1920, giving 
the county a death rate from diph- 
theria equivalent te 24.7 per 100,000 
population, according to rates pub- 
lished thig week by the Michigan de- 

partment of health. 

Northern Michigan’s average diph- 
theria rate for 1920 was 18 deaths 
per 100,000 population. Michigan’s 
average diphtheria death rate in 1919 
was 21 per 100,000 inhabjtanty, In 
1920 the state average rate increased 
to 24.1 per 190,000. Crawford’s diph- 
theria death rate is therefore higher 
than the district, or the state average 
rate for 1920. 

Diphtheria death rates of counties 


figured on the bagig af 106,000 pop- 
ulation—are ag fallows: Kalkaska, 
{no deaths from diphtheria reported) 
Otsego, B3.1, Oseoda, (no deaths fram 
diphtheria reported) and Roscommen, 
49.2. 

“Any county which has a diph- 
theria death yate greater than 10 per 
109,909 population should consider 
ila rate excessive und should take the 
necessary steps to reduce it,” reads 
the statement. ‘“‘Antitoxin, the enly 
known cure for diphtheria, will be 
available next Janyavy for free dis- 
tribution throughout the state.

“OUT OF LEAGUE 


AMBASSADOR HARVEY DECLARES 
7,000,000 MAJORITY DECIDED 
AGAINST PEACE PACT. 


AMERICA IN WAR FOR ITSELF 
“We Entered the War Solely to Save 
the United States,” He Tells 
Assembied Pilgrims. 


London.—George Harvey, United 
States ambassador, announced at a 
dinuer to the Pilgrims that the Amer- 
ican Government would have nothing 
whatever to do with the League of 
Nations. 

“There stitt remains the impression 
that America will yet be beguiled into 
the league,” Mr. Harvey sald. “This 
ig utterly absurd. The United States 
decided against the league hy a major- 
ity of 7,000,000. The present Govern- 
ment will not have anything whatso- 
ever to do with the league, with any 
commission or conmmittee aytpointed 
thereby, or directly, indirectly, openly, 
or furtively responsible thereto.” 

Mr. Harvey also discussed the 
motives which, in his opinion, brought 
the United States into the World War. 
He referred to the oft-repeated declar- 
ation that America entered the war to 
rescue humanily, or to save England, 
Italy and France, 

“We entered the war solely to save 
the United States, and mast reluctant- 
ly and laggardly at that,” he said. "We 
were not too proud to fight, whatever 
that means. We were afraid not to 
fight. That is the real truth of the 
matter. We came forward and helped 
to shorten the war, that’s all.” 

Col. Harvey portrayed President 
Harding as determined to uphold Am- 
erican rights, but as not jealous of 
others. He reiterated that the Presi- 
dent intends to play a full part in the 
world’s pursuit of peace without, how- 
ever, becoming an international med- 
dler. He annovnced that the United 
States will not interfere’ with affairs 
that do not concern the United States. 

Mr. Harvey's address attracted espe- 
cia) interest, coming, as the first au- 
thorized expression of the American 
yiewpoint, at a time when the prob- 
able attitude of the United States to- 
ward the tense political situation in 
Europe is arousing lively speculation.

Alms of the American Chamber 
of Commerce for the Levant 
Are Set Forth. 


TO OPEN UP IMMENSE FIELD 


Conatantinopte Destined to Become 
the “Chicago of Europe,” Says New 
President of Organization—Oppor- 
tunity for American Capital.

tined to become the “Chicago of 
Europe,” according to an interview 
tuthorized by Mr, Lucien Irving 


Thomas, 4 director of the Standard 
OW company of New York, which com- 
pany has extensive interests through- 
out Asia and the Balkan states. 

Mr. Thomas lately returned from 
a visit to Enrope. “f learned, while 
In London, that 1 bud been elected 
president of the American chamber ef 
commerce for the Levant,” said Mr. 
Thomas. “I refer to the newly-organ- 
ized American section of the chumber, 
now maintaining headquarters in New 
York. It will co-operate with the long- 
established chamber of the same name 
which hag {ts seat tn Constantinople. 

“The organization of this chamber 
is a timely movement to promote re- 
eiprocal trude relations between Amer- 
ica and that great area—extending 
from Egypt to Kussin, and from Ver- 
sia to Italy—of which Constantinople 
is the- center, 

Gateway to Vast Empires. 

“Very few people appreciate that 
Europe and Asia meet at the feet of 
Constantinople,” continued Mr. Thom- 
as. “fhe chain of waters, the Dar- 
danelles, the Sea of Marmora and the 
Bosphorus, made availalle for free 
commerce, open the gutewny to vast 
empires of populous and fertile terri- 
tories beyond. When we realize that 
Russia, a cuvnirs considerably more 
than twice as large as the United 
States, has few Seaports that are not 
ice-bound for the greater part of the 
year, except those situated on the 
Black sea, we may imagine what 
enormous traflic will flow through Con- 
gtantinople when Russia, with a hun- 
dred millon of her people nearby, 
gets into her commercial stride.” 

“Then consider Roumania, now with 
twice her former area~a country of 
great natural resources, with a pres- 
ent population of 14,000,000. Bulgarta 
too. noted for a sturdy and industri- 
ous population, has her commercial 
outlet on the Blick sea, And even 
on the farther side of the Black sea 
fg a group of states which eventually 
must occupy an important place In 
over-seas trade. 

“Jugo-Slavia, now vast in area by 
comparison with Old Serbia, with 
substantial nacural resources and a 
population of aver 14(KxX}000 has, of 
course, One trade oudet via the Adri- 
atie, and another via the Danube to 
the Black sea, Without any doubt the 
Danube is soon to plas a much more 
important part In the trade of the 
Balkan states than it has ever done 
in the pust.

They also often took off their 
ruffies and silk or satin couts and wore 
in their place @ rough great-coat or 
else wound leather bands about thelr 
arins to prefect the deliente lace and 
ines of heir coats from the soll of the 
tuble. 

At each player's side was a small 
table that held their tea, wine cakes 
and rolls of rouleaus or chips, Most 
of the players wore long curls, eye 
glusses mounted on long stieks, were 
perfumed. powdered and puinted Hke 
court ladies, and some of them even 
affected a mincing ladyitke walk. But 
those who made the error of thinking 
them ladylike in their fighting ability 
made a mistake that often cost a life, 
for the gay young sparks would draw 
swords at the drop of a hat and meet 
death with a laugh.

Its lands are productive, Jt ds rieb to 
tmlnerats, It Js pot over-populated, and 
it is free from the elaborate caste sys- 
tem which is a tremendous handicap 
to India, both socially and econoti- 
cally, 

ra Kipling and practically all other writ. 
ers about the Bust have pointed out 
repeatedly thar ft is ditheule at best 
for westerners to understand the ori- 
ental peoples. [f the observer from 
the West wishes to tackle Chis admit 
tedly difficult problem by easy suizes. 
perhaps te could flud no better place 
to start than Burma. Ina number of 
senses there ds less of a gulf between 
the life and eustums of the Burmese, 
and those of the West than will be 
found ff the comparison fs made with 
any other eastern country. 

The Indian is in inost cases a sober | 
individual. Theo lower castes must 
take life with desperate serlousness 
Decause of Its hardness and the dim. 
culty of clinging to it. The higher 
castes are sedate abd given to spect 
lative philosophy. The Chinaman is 
an enigma. His emotions are diftenutt / 
to fathom. The people at the Mo- 
hamiuedin coutteries are marked hy a 
quiet dlentty. 

The Burmese Love Life. 

In contrast with these other peo- 
ples of Asia, and ajmiost alone among 
them, the Burmese are frank, open, 
Rappy—tovers of life. Their woinen 
are not sectuded, but ure among the 
freest women in Che world Both men 
and women are lovers of musi¢ and 
wearers of bright clothing. Because 
of their spontaneity and. friendliness 

4 they have been dubbed ‘the [rish of 
the Urlent.” 

Burma fs a country of many tribes, 
but practically alt of them are of the 
Same racial straln, Shins, Karens, 
Katchios, Chins und Palaungs are 
atuong those Hving in the entlylng 
parts of the country, though the 
Karens and to a certain extent 
the others are to be found in 
parts of Juwer Burma, a more heay- 
ily settled section which i8 most ensy 
of access to the outside world. It is 
the Burmese, however, who constitute 
the dominant element with the high- 
est culture, and give color to Burma 
as itis known co most westerners who 
visit the land. 

The Burma of the Burmese, that is | 
lower Burma and the basin of the 
great Irrawaddy river, is a land of 
pagodas, the shrlies of Buddhisin. 
Thousands upon theusands of these 
bell-shaped structures surmounted by 
@ilded spires and tinkIng bells have 
been built. Many of them have fallen 
into decay, but others are built each 
year. They are the symbols of the 
hold which the Buddhist religion has 
upon the people of Burma. It ts thelr 

' hellef that the surest way of “acquir- 
: ing merit” and achicving holy rest af- 
: ter death ts to erect @ pagoda; and 
he very few Burmese who are able to 


add to the country’s forest of pagoda 
spires fuil to do so. 
No Aristocracy, Few Poor. 

There are oo noble classes among 
the Burmese, no aristocracy, few who 
are very wealthy, and few very poor. 
While the caste system as a system 
does not exist in the country, there 
are several classes of people who are 
looked upon as degraded by their vo- 
cations and with whom practically no 
intercourse is had by the majority of 
the people. Unfortunately, too, these 
classes are hereditary. They are the 
grave diggers, the descendants of the 
former pagoda slaves and the beggars.

In some sections more than 20 
fevt of rain falls each year, There is 
considerable Joss of life among natives 
in some purts of the country from 
snakes, spiders, pofsonous {insects and

has its hill station, Maymyo, only 42 
miles from Afandalay, but nearly 2,400 
feet higher.

Twice in his later years did William 
Makepeace Thackeray aeck temporarily 
another career than that of authorship. 
Shortly before writing “The Virgin- 
taus” he tried unsuccessfully to cap- 
ture a sent in parliament. Politics bad 
always attracted him, although bis 
temperament was wholly unanited to 
popular demands. 

He was a radical, sympathising with 
Richard Cobden in his anti-corn law 
fight. “I would Hike to see all men 
equal,” the wrote in 1840, “and thin 
bloated aristocracy blasted to the wings 
of all winds.” He was nevertheless 
absolutely opposed to any attempt on 
the part of the people to win their 
rights by force. His attitude in in- 
teresting in the Hght of today’s radi- 
caliam, as is also his firm advocacy at 
Ireland's right to bave bhome rule. 


After finishing “The Virginians,” 
Thackeray became the firnt editor of 
the Cornhill Magasine. His own wide 
popularity practically  inauvred the 
initial succesa of the venture. Of the 
firat number 120,000 coples were sold. 
The most distinguished writers of the 
any were attracted as contributors 
through the editor’s prestige, and the 
Cornhill furnished magasine renders 
with better fiction and articles than 
can be found today in any successful 
English periodical. 

Although Thackeray was ai good 
editor tn many ways, he was handi- 
capped by too tender a heart. He could 
not refuse poema and articles, however 
uninapired and even maudlin, if the 
writers needed money. So a few months 
later he gindly resigned his position 
and returned to novel writing. 


FTER six years at Miss Pinker- 

ton’s school, Amelia Sedley 

went home, guaranteed a pol- 
ished and refined young lady. Amelia 
was a dear little creature, all rosy 
and bright good humor, though the 
sily thing would cry over a dead 
eanary bird or a mouse the cat had 
seized upon.

Becky was small, pale and sandy- 
haired, with eyes habitually cast 
down; when they looked up they were 
large,’ odd and attractive, As Miss 
Sharp's father had been an artist and 
a drunkard, and her French mother an 
opera girl, {f is not surprising that 
Rehecca asserted she had never been 
a girl—she had been a woman since 
she was eight years old. 

At the Sedley home Becky met Ame- 
a's brother, Joseph, 4 stout, puffy 
man, who wore buckskin and Hes- 
sinn boots, several immense neck- 
cloths, a red striped waistcoat and an 
apple-green coat. He was lazy, peev- 
ish, a glutton and a hard drinker, but 
Rebecca decided instantly to set her 
cap for him and began by whispering 
to Amelia, rather loud: “He's very 
handsome!" Rebecca’s plans, how- 
ever. were foiled by George Osborne, 
an admirer of Amelia, and Miss Sharp 
took her departure from the Sedley 
house, 

She went to be governess In the 
home of Sir Pitt Crawley, which place. 
in her letters to Amelia, she dubhed 
Humdrum Hall. There were many 
Crawleys, the most important being 
Sir Pitt's spinster sister, and his sec- 
ond son, Rawdon Crawley. The old 
lady possessed £70,000, and had al- 
Taost adopted Rawdon, who was her 
favorite nephew, while several mem- 
bers of the family fought to supplant 
him in her favor. Capt. Rawdon 
Crawley was a large young dandy, who 
spoke with a great voice. and swore a 
good deal. He remarked of the demure 
Rebecea: “By Jove, she’s a neat little 
filly!” and both he and his aunt took 
a decided fancy to the clever and fas- 
elnating Uttle governess. Though. in- 
deed, she made conquest of pretty 
much sshomsoever she chose. 

Now we must filt back to London 
to see what became of Miss Amelia.

Report of Dawes Committee Embodies 
Principal Features of Organiza- 
tion’s Relief Plan. 


All tnvestigation speed records at 
the national capitol were .broken by 
President Hard- 
ing’s special com- 
mission to frame 
a comprehensive 
program for the 
relief of disabled 
veterans, which 
was headed by 
Brig. Gen, Charles 
G. Dawes of Chi- 
capo. 

He jammed 
through, jn less 
than two days, 
an inquiry into 
treatment of disabled soldiers, recom- 
mendations thut mean adequate has- 
pita) treatment to 10,000 wounded vet- 
erans now in poorhouses, asylums, in- 
sufficiently equipped hospitals or in 
no institution at ali, as well as pay- 
ment for disability to thousands of 
veterans not Sn hospitals, 

The report of the Dawes committee 
is considered as a great victory for 
the American Legion program for dis- 
abled soldier relief. Its recommendu- 
tions embody the principal features 
of the Legion plan. 

They are: 

1. Appointment of one officiat to 
have churge of alf disabled soldjers' 
relfef and benefits. There now are 
three departments. 

2. Decentralization of admiunistra- 
tion, so officials with delegated author- 
ity may act without red tape. 

3. Approprtation of whatever addi- 
tlonal money is necessary for new 
hospttals,

his love for the soil.

GARDEN NOTES. 


(By R. E. Loree, M. A. C. Horticul- 
tural Dept.) 


Tomato plants may be set as soon 
as all danger of frost is over. The 
usual planting distance is 4 feet each} 
way for the eariy varieties such as} 
Earliana, and 4x5 or 5x5 feet for the 
later, more vigorous growing sorts. 
If the plants are to be trained to 
stakes, set them about 2 feet apart 
in rows 3 feet apart. It is some trou- 
bie to tie and train the ,,ants to 
stakes, but they bear a little earher 
and the fruit is more easily picked 
and sprayed. 

If there is danger of cut worms at- 
tacking plants after they are set in 
the garden, the plants may be pro- 
tected by placing a collar of heavy 
paper around the stem, allowing it to 
exterid about an inch below the soil 
and covering the stem two or three 
inches above the soil. In large gar- 
dens, where it is impracticable to use 
paper collars, poison bran mash may 
be used with good effect. 

It is not toa late to sow seeds of 
lute cabbage and cauliflower, but 
don’t wait too long. Early, well- 
grown plants are essential for good 
crops. 

Don’t be satisfined with a few 
messes of sweet corn. Make suc- 
cessive plantings of Golden Bantam 
at intervals of ten days or two weeks 
until July 1 and be sure of a con- 
tinuous supply throughout the season. 
Plant enough now to furnish a sup- 
ply for canning and drying. : 

Plant cucumbers, melons and 
squashes in rich warm soil. It is a 
good plan to put a shovelful of well 
rotted stable manure in the bottom of 
ach hill. 

If you are fond of cut flowers, there 
is nothing more suitable for the pur- 
pose than the gladiolus, Plan a few 
now and some later to furnish a good 
supply.
